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PRESENT DAY PUBLIC 
HEALTH ACTIVITIES 


By Cc. R. BLAKE, Health Sonmnle-

Perhaps ‘in no other field of scien- 
tifis, progress is the axiom that “the 
uxuries of yesterday are the necessi- 
tles of today,” more true than in, that 
of public health. So various have 
become. the. branches of the many 
activities in public health. work that 
their mere enumeration with but 
slight comments would occupy the 
scope of this paper. I will say a few 
words on]y about those which are of 
most importance to the public. 

While formerly it was thought 
proper to tell your troubles to the 
police, it now seems. to be. the. style 
to tell them to the health ‘depart- 
ment, such messages by mail: and 
telephone are so rapidly increasing 
that with us it has become part ‘of 
our regular, work, 

Vital Statistics: Many of our cus- 
toms and laws are the result of both 
custom and evolution. Vital statis- 
tics is one of these. No great im- 
portance was attached to this sub- 
ject; births and deaths were consid- 
ered as part of the laws of nature; 
the making of a record of every child 
born and a record of every human 
being who died was considered red 
Experience gradually showed 
that this was not fed tape, but an 
actual necessity. As. this feéling 
gradually grew on’ the public, they 
began to ‘comply and in.-the greater 


.} part of. this United States it is an 


obligation, not only recognized, but 
made mandatory by law. The ques- 
tion how this can. be best accom- 
plished is a debatable one and the 
answer to this must to a great extent 
also rest on experience. Incomplete 
records are worse, at least for sta- 
tistical purposes, than ione at all. 
It is a public delusion. The public 
believes where a registration is in 
force that all vital, statistics are 
recorded. Therefore, the only way 
to ever obtain correct records is to 
make registration mandatory and to 
provide an adequate penalty for neg- 
lect.

Isolation and Control of Communi- 
cable Diseases: Nothing in public 
health activities has made greater 
progress and nothing has undergone 
greater evolution than is shown in 
the question of communicable dis- 
eases. There is no comparison be- 
tween the methods used 20 years 
ago and those of today. In no other 
line of work has science played a 
more important part. With the aid 
of the laboratory, we have learned 
the cauee of most diseases and with 
knowledge came the change in meth- 
cds. We no longer quarantine diph- 
theria for an arbitrary period, but 
only go long as the germ manifests 
itself. As in diphtheria, so in other 
communicable diseases\ our knowl- 
edge has spread and gradually our 
methods have changed.

ACRES OF FARM 
LANDIN CAL, 


SACRAMENTO, Nov. 26.—Cali- 
fornia has 331 farms owned by 
Japs, according to the report of Geo. 
hobertson,. statistician of the State 
Board of Agriculture. Besides this, 
the Japs have under lease 282 farms 
and own 218 town lots in different 


parts of California. The total acre- 
age owned by them in farm lands is 
12,726, valued at $609,605. The 
acreage under lease by them is 17.- 
596. The town lots are valued at 
$235,675. 

These figures were compiled with 
the.aid. of the State Bureau of Labor 
Statistics. 

The Japanese of the state have 
2648 places of business. The capital 
invested is $4,075,226. Sixty-eight 
per cent of them have an investment 
of less than $1000. each.
